total of $969,524. 

While ordering the cut, the trus 
tees gave no specific orders as t 
what items should be trimmed 
District Business Manager John R 
Richert said that he was contem 
plating a series of small budget 
cuts, affecting almost all items. 

The cuts were ordered as 
trustees attempted to hold the 
district’s tax rate somewhere 
closer to $1.60 per $100 assessed 
valuation. If the full budget is 
spent, the district’s tax rate 
will rise to $1.613. 

(An earlier report, based on ar 
error in transmission of informa 
tion concerning the district’: 
assessed tax valuation, indicatec 
two weeks ago that the tax rate 
might go as high as $1.66. Hence 
this week’s study session was call 
ed. More recently, it was founc 
that the district will be able tc 
base its tax rate on an assessec 
valuation of $27,435,678, an in 
crease of $1,235,678 over the fig 
ure previously reported.—ed.) 

The trustees, after viewing the 
budgeted items this week, tolc 
Richert the necessary cuts woulc 
have to be made by the adminis 
tration itself. 

District Superintendent Dr. Me! 
Homfeld, who returned this week 
after conducting summer school 
courses at the Utah College of 
Agriculture at Logan, will work 
with Richert in going over the 
budget and recommending the 
changes called for. 

Meanwhile, details of the bud- 
get were given formal publication 
this week. The Menlo Park Dis- 
trict’s budget breakdown appears 
in the “legal notices” section of 
the Recorder. 


Council Pushes

The slow process of bringing to 
reality the city’s new parking pla 
zas on the southerly side of Santa 
Cruz avenue moved ahead this 
week, but a possible completion 
date still appeared somewhere be- 
tween two months and one year 
away.

Down fo Earth: 


By TERRY LEE 


Many gardeners shy away from 
growing herbs because they have 
a vague idea that they are diffi- 
cult to raise or need a special piot. 
Actually, herbs can be tucked in 
anywhere there is room, reasona- 
bly good soil and, in most cases, 
full sun. 

They are quite undemanding 
;and generally free from disease. 
| Herbs are quite unmysterious, and 
| most of us are familiar with a long 
| list: celery, chives, onion, parsley, 
horseradish, garlic, lavender, mar- 
| igold, nasturtium, mint, mustard 
and even rose leaves. 

An herb is defined as a soft 
wood plant (as opposed to the 
hard wood of trees and shrubs). 
Most herbs are grown mainly for 
fragrant foliage or aromatic seeds, 


but some have worthwhile flow- 
ers. 
Gasplant, monkshood, hyssop, 


painted daisy, anchusa Blue Bird 
and borage have handsome flow- 
| ers, and lavender and pinks have 
fragrance as well. Herbs thrive in 
any sunny, well-drained location. 

Soil need not be rich, but 
should be alkaline (Menlo’s is 
already) and somewhat sandy. 
Two herbs do better in part 
shade: mint and sweet woodruff, 
(which makes a glossy-ileaved 
low ground cover under trees.)

Herbs can be started from seed, | 
and August is the time to sow the 
seed in flats. However, usually 
three plants will provide plenty 
of fresh leaves, and plants can be 
bought from the  nurseryman.

A strawberry barrel makes a 
wonderful container for herbs 
Feathery fennel and dill remain 
as small plants, and marjoram and 
peppermint geranium will cascade 
down the sides in a pleasant way. 
Parsley and oregano do very well 
and chervil can even be started 
from seed. I like to crown the top 
with the scented geraniums or a 
few strawberry plants. This is a 
delightful thing to have by the 
kitchen door. 

The selection of herbs for the 
garden depends en the space 
you have and your cooking pre- 
fererces.

“To the memory @f Col. Harvey 
A. Berger who gave his life on
